While Many Are Bound for Canada- 


Some Badly Beaten—Hindus 


British Subjects. 


Bellingham, Wash., Sept. 6. — The 


long-expected cry, "Drive out the 
Hindus," was heard throughout this 
city last night, and as-a result of a 
great mob's work, sir badly beaten 
Hindus are In the hospital, 400 fright- 
ened and half-naked Sikhs are in jail, 
and somewhere between Bellingham 
and the British Columbia line are 750 
natives of India, beaten, hungry and 
half-clothed, making their way along 
the Great Northern railway, bound for 
Canadian territory and the protection 
ol the British flag. 


The police were absolutely helpless. 


All authority was paralyzed, and for 
five hours a mob of half a thousand 
white men raided the mills where the 
blacks were working, battered down 
(doors of lodging houses and, dragging 
the invaders from their beds, escorted 
them to the city limits with orders to 
keep on going. The trouble started at 
C and Holly streets, a district with 
Indian lodging houses. The houses 
•were cleaned and the denizens start- 
ed on their way for the Canadian line. 
The mob then swept down to the 
water front and mill after mill was 
visited, the white employes joining 
the mob, and every black man was 
hustled outside. Here the police sug- 
gested that the undesirables be taken 
to the jail. This was hailed with de- 
light and the- blacks were hustled 
along. From this time on very few 
were beaten, and the bloodthirstiness 
of the mob seemingly satisfied during 
attack on the lodging houses. Lar-

•was also visited, and a hundred blacks 
brought in from there. Four women 
•were found among the crowd in the 
«ity building., 


'Following a special meeting of the 


city couneil,_Mayor Black took charge 
of the situation. Fifty armed specials 
•were sworn, in,, and the mayor declares 
as many more -will be sworn in if nec- 
essary to give the blacks -full protec- 
tion. Jobs have been offered the Hin- 
dus again by mill men and protection 
guaranteed, but the Hindus have been 
Bo thoroughly frightened that they are 
drawing their pay under police protec- 
tion and are leaving for Vancouver. 


The city is quiet, but there is a 


strong undercurrent of opinion which 
apparently approves the action of the 
mob, and it may be found impossible 
to prosecute the leaders. Racial feel- 
ing has played no small part in the 
affair. Every day whites'-are being re- 
placed in the mills by blacks. The in- 
vaders have become hold and insolent, 
many instances of women being push- 
ed into the gutter, insulted on street- 
cars, etc., being reported. General un- 
easiness of the whites is given as a 
reason for the outbreak. The Hindus 
are all British subjects and their case 
is being placed before the British au- 
thorities.

New York, Sept. 6.—Another chap- 


ter to the story of the financial affairs 
of the Interborough-Metropolitan com- 
pany, which controls all the traction, 
elevated and subway lines in Manhat- 
tan, was added when the directors of 
the company passed the quarterly,div- 
idend on the preferred stock. The 
company had previously paid 1^4 per 
cent quarterly on its $45,000,000 of 
preferred stock. The directors de- 
clare that the present conditions of 
the money market and uncertainty as 
to what changes may be ordered by 
the public service commission were 
the causes that led up to their action, 
The 
stock has declined nearly 50 


points since the beginning of the year; 
and the view of the passing of the 
dividend had little effect on the stock 
market. 


Strike Delayed. 


Louisville, Ky., Sept. 6. — After a 


majority of the union employes of the 
street railway company were reported 
to have voted in favor of going on 
strike and all hope of a settlement 
had seemed gone, an agreement was 
reached whereby the strike is delayed, 
if not called off entirely. A citizens' 
committee headed by Mayor Bingham 
met with a committee representing 
the employes and the officials of the 
company, and the company officials 
finally accepted a proposal to arbi- 
trate the differences, the men to re- 
main at work meantime.

ROOSEVELT AS EDITOR 


Would Have to Use More Care and 


- . 
Dignity Than .He Does as 


President. 


(Chicago Inter Ocean.) 


It is reported from New York that 


the President has arranged to secure 
control of the New York Tribune, with 
a view to becoming the editor-in-chjef 
of that newspaper when he leaves the 
Vhite House. 


This is merely a rumor. It may be 


true, and it may be false, but there is 
no reason why it should not be true, if 
the New York Tribune is for sale. 


Mr. Roosevelt's reputation as a pro- 


lific writer is well established. There 
is hardly a question on "'-ivhich he 
could not write .editorial articles that 
would burn.'Jii^qj are. days now when 
Ire could sit down'and fill the entire 
editorial page and still have a lot of 
matter left over'in his mind for next 


experience in political life, his 


iiperience as a sportsman, as a nature 
student, as a zoologist, ethnologist, so- 
ciologist, race preserver—above all, his 
great knowledge ot men and affairs, 
Including his insight into the cliarae- 
ffer of the American private citizen who 
engages in mercantile or financial or 
industrial pursuits—should constitute 
aft equipment whico would enable him

ifc anybody" «foiM <fe It Mr. Roosevelt 
would be^tJ^JlaiK ;'Tne readers of 
the New YorkTribune, on tne other 
hand, are substantial and conservative 
people, and it is a question whether 
Mr. Roosevlet, as editor of that news- 
paper—impulsive as he is—would be 
willing to be patient enough to edu- 
cate them up to his plane of thought 
by easy stages, or whether he would 
take hold of them somewhat after this 
fashion: 


"As we sit in our office we pause be- 


fore taking up the more serious task 
of editing, to look out upon a city that 
is given up almost wholly, if not en- 
tirely, to money-getting.

Only 
Jacob Riis, etc.—" 


And, if the new editor of the New 


York Tribune should write in this vein, 
it requires no stretch of the imagina- 
tion to see in his mail next morning 
a basketful of letters like this: 


"To the Editor: I don't knkow where 


you get the right t» insult your read- 
ers as you do in this morning's issue. 
Of course, while you. were President, 
•we had to take a good deal of this 
sort of thing from you, but you are 
not President any longer, but. just an 
editor, and I take advantage of this 
opportunity to let you know that you 
can stop my paper. I don't want any 
sheet that expresses the view's you ex- 
press to be laid before me at the 
breakfast table." 


However, this is 'on the assumption 


that Mr. Roosevelt as editor would not 
modify the views that he has enter- 
tained as President. Such an assump- 
tion is not to be entertained. As ed- 
itor Mr. Roosevelt would see quickly 
that as editor he must prooepd with a 
care and dignity of which as President 
he did not feel the need or perceive 
the expediency.

Paris, Sept. 6. — After conferring 


with Marine Minister Thomson and 
Foreign 
Minister 
Pichon, 
Premier 


Clemenceau issued a note which did 
not mention the fact that the govern- 
ment had any intention of sending 
further reinforcements to Gen. Drude. 
M. Clemenceau said: "No decision has 
been arrived at with reference to the 
rifles and ammunition stored at Ma- 
zagan, but we have reason to believe 
that neither Tbdel El Aziz nor Mulai 
Hafig intend to make war against 
France. All advices received here 
from Tangier say that the natives re- 
main calm. 
The exodus from that 


port, however, continues." 


The seriousness of the general sit- 


uation in Morocco and the possibil- 
ity of its leading France into diplo- 
matic difficulties with the other pow- 
ers of Europe, notably Germany and 
Great Britain, to say nothing of the 
apparently growing necessity of in- 
creasing the size of the French force 
on the Moroccan coast, is occupying 
the attention of the French people. 
The press is calling attention to the 
difficulty of keeping within the terms 
of the Algeciras convention, and the 
call to convoke parliament to discuss 
and decide what course the nation 
should pursue is becoming more in- 
sistent.

showman, Wednesday afternoon 
as 


Clark Doughty -took him to see Buf- 
falo Bill's show, which proved to be 
the last time he" saw the ring and the 
sawdust, for he quietly passed away 
at,his home, 1223 Neil avenue, on 
Thursday evening at 8:45 o'clock. 


It was the ending of an eventful 


career spent for the most part in the 
circus business and made prominent 
by fair dealing and enterprise. 


Mr. Sells had been sick for some 


time from Bright's disease, but he 
had not been confined to his house un- 
til during the greater part of the last 
week. He rode to the grounds in a 
carriage and was supported on the' 
arm of his friend to the tent and en- 
joyed for the last time, the rapidly 
changing scenes of the circus. 


Returning from the trip he 
re- 


marked' to his wife that his time had 
come and he was ready to die. Mr. 
Sells knew that his end was near 
and he "was ready, as he had often re- 
marked. 


The funeral services will be held 


at the late residence Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. 


In 1S72 the Sells Bros.' show was 


organized, which consisted of a part- 
nership composed of Allen, Ephram, 
Lewis and Peter. The show at first 
was only a wagon outfit which trav- 
eled from one town to another by 
wagon, but later it was developed in- 
to one of the largest circuses in the 
world. The circus business was con- i 
tinued by the four 
brothers 
until' 


1882. when Allen withdrew and the 
three brothers continued the business. 
Ephram died in 189S, leaving Peter 
and Lewis as proprietors of the large 
show, which 
was soon afterwards 


consolidated with the Adam 
Fore- 


paugh circus. The circus was con- 
ducted until the new organization in 
January, 1905, when it was sold to 
the present owners. Peter died in 
October. 1904, and Lewis, who died 
Thursday, is- the 
last of the five; 


brothers. 


In his 
capacity with the 
circus 


Lewis traveled with the show and to- 
gether with Ephriam, was the man- 
ager, while Peter was advance agent. 
There was not a town of 5000 in- 
habitants in the United States that 
he did not visit during the 33 years 
of circus life and it is estimated that 
he traveled at least 25,000 miles, or 
the distance around the earth, every 
year. 


In the fall of 1891 the show was 


shipped to Australia, where it 
re- 


mained the greater part of the year. 
It was the first large circus to be

SECRETARY TAFT 


WHO 01'1'OSKS STATEHOOD, AS 


IT MIGHT HUUT HIM FOK 


I'KESIDEM. 


Claims That Coeistitution of 
Xew 


State Is Better Than That of 


United States. 


Oklahoma City, Sept. «.—Ten thou- 


sand persons heard William J. Bryan 
heie tonight reply to the recent ad- 
dress of Secretary ot War Taft upon 


cal situation in convention nail, and 
3,000 people unable to secure admit- 
Uiuce to the auditorium attended an 
overflow meeting nearby. In addition 
to scoring Secretary Taft soundly for 
placing his personal ambitions above 
the weliare of the people ot Oklahoma, 
as he alleged, and attacking the views 
ul' the secretary of war on national pol- 
icies, Mr. Bryan declared that the 
constitution ot the proposed new state 
was even better than that of the United 
States. 


Mr. Bryan said in par: 
' 


"Secretary Taft in his speech made 


in this territory a few days ago ad- 
vises the people to reject the pioposed 
constitution and 
postpone statehood 


until another enabling act be secured. 
At first blush one might suspecr thyt 
the secretary's advice was due to his 
personal interest in the next election. 
He might be accused of advising the 
postponement of statehood with "a view 
of keeping seven electoral voters out 
of the Democratic column, but the 
more generous view taken of tne mat- 
ter is that his advice resalted from 
the habits of thought . He is inclined 
to postpone everything. 


He promises to acquire the title of 


the Great Postponer. He is on his way 
to the Philippines to tell the Filipinos 
that, while he thinks they ought to 
have self-government after awhile, he 
wants it postponed lor the present. It 
is not strange, there-tore, that he should 
yield to his ruling spirit in the mat- 
ter of statehood ar^l tell you to put 
it off. 


"Secretary Taft says that, if you in- 


sist on having statehood and are de- 
termined to adopt the constitution, you 
ought to have a Republican govern- 
ment to amend the constitution. He 
certainly has forgotten the argument 
he made in Ohio recently, that the 
tariff ought to be reformed by its 
friends. 
If he applies his logic to 


this constitution he ought to insist 
that the constitution should be re- 
formed by is friends, rather than by 
its enemies, and surely here is little 
to induce confidence in the Repub- 
lican party, when the party has de- 
layed statehood for so many years, 
and delayed it for purely partisan 
reasons. He appoals to you to stand 
by protection, although he did not 
enter into any argument on the sub- 
ject. 
Have you lead his Columbus 


speech? 
If so, you will find in it 


an arraignment of protection as we 
have it today, an appeal for a re- 
vision of the tariff, but he paralyzes 
the force of his own speech by post- 
poning the tariff reform until after 
the election. 


Secretary Taft also made a plea in 


favor of imperialism. Well, the peo- 
ple of Oklahoma have had enough 
experience with 
carpetbag 
govern- 


ment to know something about 
a 


colonial policy. 
If officers appointed 


by the federal government are 
so 


unsatisfactory, what must 
be 
the 


feeling of the Filipinos against 
of- 


ficials of another race sent across the 
ocean to administer a government? 
I am glad Secretary Taft 
has 
re- 


ferred to the Philippine question, for 
his discussion shows that he believes 
in a colonial policy, and that he dis- 
putes the doctrines set forth in the 
Declaration of Independence.
